Bavarian mon- 
archists have taken refuge on the 
big estates since the Korfanty up- 
rising.

In ovr last two papers I talked 
on corns and bunions and I gave 
you what is commonly called «4 
corn cure—that is, a lotion which 
takes off the hardened surface and 
so-called roots. technical 
name for corns is clavus, from the 
Latin meaning nal. on account of 


If you would 
like a simple definition of a corn 
Tu give you this: 

Clavus (corn)—A local traumat- 


tion and atrophy of the cuticle. 
Situated especially on the promi- 
nences of the phalangeal articula- 
tions of the toes or the metatarsal 
prominences. 
Tou never knew why they were 
so painful before, did you? 

I told you why the corns re- 
curred after the use of lotions or 
paring them, even though the so- 
called root is removed. The 
growth-procucing part of the ekin 
that causes the corn is still there. 
However, it is said that sometimes 
after several times being removed 
in the manner that I described yes- 
terday, they will not return if shoes 
are worn which cause no pressure. 

Corns have been known to dis- 


These are larger and merge 
more gradually into the surrounc- 
ing tissue. They may become ex- 
tremely painful and in many in- 
stances will have the little projec- 
tions or roots the same as corns, 
and may become true corns. 
The orthopedic surgeons say 
that these callosities on the bottom 
of the feet are really due to the 
fall of the anterior or trans- 
ve arch of the feet situated at 
the base of the toes where the cal- 
losities appear.
